San Francisco, May 17, 1876. 

l'ALACE HOTEL. 

No correspondence from this city can 
be deemed complete and regular without, 
a word concerning tho l'alaeo Hotel. 
This monster house is a monument to the 
energy of the late Wm. C. Ralston, ami 
is now owned by Senator Sharon. It 
is said to have eest $. r >, 000,000, and, of 
course, no bucIi investment will pay here 
or elsewhere. It is seven stories high 
(115 feet) and occupies eno block of 
ground 344 by 265 feet. All the exte- 
rior and interior walls, at overy five feet, 
are banded together with liar:) of iron, 
forming a perfect iron basket-work, filled 
in with brick. This, I suppose, is for 
protection against earthquakes. The 
house is supplied with four artesian wells 
of a ten-inch bore, which have a capacity 
of 28,000 gallons per hour, it, baa five 
elevators and many steam force pumps. 
for water and for fire. The aggregate 
length of the corridors is about two and 
a half miles. No Modern improve- 
ments are omitted. If it is not the 
largest, it is probably the most complete 
hotel in all respects on the planet. War 
ren Iceland keeps this house, and, of 
course, the good things of both oomti 
ncnts are to bo found on tho table. Tho 
citizens horo are doing all they can to 
sustain it, but I imagine it must be quite 
"an elephnnt" on their hands.

TAGES — PECULIARITIES OF THE SOIL 
— CHEAP LAUDS, ETC. 



(J heat Bend, Kansas, May 24, '76. 
EDITOR Ineependent :— During the 
last three months, I have been examin- 
ing the Arkansas Valley from the Rocky 
Mountain to the Mississippi river, and 
find it very much greater in length, 
breadth and fertility than I had expected, 
and that portion above Little Rocks is 
remarkably healthful. 

From the Mississippi River up to 
Fort Smith, in Arkansas, about four 
hundred miles, the valley is from twenty 
to forty miles wide, and extends through 
vasts forests of oak, ash, hickory, wal- 
nut, pine, etc,, which reach to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and on the north to the 
prairies of Northern Missouri. This 
vast region has also inexhaustible coal 
fields, and very extensive beds of iron 
and other valuable minerals. About 
Fort Smith the timber begins to decrease 
and continues until at Wichita, Kansas, 
it has almost disappeared, except along^ 
the river itself, for more than four hun- 
dred miles to West Ias Aminos, Colora- 
do, where it begins to increase and con- 
tinues to the mountains ; although it is 
principally cotton wood and box elder, 
until within a few miles of the moun- 
tains, the pine and cedar begins. All 
the valley below the Grand Canon in 
Colorado, and in Kansas down to Kins 
ley, a distance of three hundred ami 
fifty miles, is an excellent stock-raising 
region, and aheady hundreds of thousand 
of cattle-, horses and thasp, subsist here 
both winter and summer without feed. 

The whole of the valley in Kansas, 
cast of Kinsley is good for both stoek 
raising and agriculture. In Kansas the 
valley proper is from ten to thirty miles 
wide. The higher lands upon either side 
are a kind of second bottom, or low rol- 
ling prairie, with just enough undulation 
or swell to carry off the rain falls. The 
soil of the valley, which is chiefly sandy 
loam, is made of such mineral elements 
as have been washed from the Rocky 
Mountains by the attrition of ages. It 
is a marked feature of this soil that it 
contains a much larger proportion of 
mineral matter than the prairie soils of 
Illinois and Iowa, which are chiefly veg- 
otablo molds. The great quantity of 
mineral matter, especially iron and lime. 
in the soil of tho Arkansas \ alley con- 
stitutes the best wheat growing region 
on the continent. Tho mineral sub- 
stance enters so largely into the compo 
sition of the soil here, that the wheat 
and oat straw has such remarkable 
strength that it does not fall or lodge, 
though is grows from four to six feet 
high, while the farmers is sure of from 
twenty-five to forty bushels of winter 
wheat per acre, and for which he oan get 
from $1.00 to $1.50 per bushel ; 1 • 
also raise large crops of corn, oats, barley, 
rye, all kinds of grasses, vegetable, vines 
and fruits.

Mad, i econtly bought one thousand 
tons of hay, and twelve thousand bush- 
els of corrt and oats along the Arkansas 
Valley, in Southern Kansas, may serve 
to indicate the extent of the market for 
farm products of this region.

"cat," and not allow our mothers to learn 
us to say "kitty" for cat ? And so on 
indefinitely in wrong pronunciation, etc. 
Though most mothers know it is not cor- 
rect lo say "kitty" for Oat, they - 

nil pleasantsr to the 
littlo child ; or, in other words, draws 
stronger upon the child's innocent and 
affectionate nature. 

1 once know a man who thought il 
to teach his children to pronounce words 
correctly and tO call things by their 
right names on the start. The result 
a destroyed to quite a degree their 
benderest affections. They learned no 
faster at school than others, and in fact, 
except one daughter, not, so well. Fur- 
thermore, bis children did not under-

If separated from them by 
the course of school or college education, 
inake a point of keeping up your inti- 
macy by full, free and afl'ectionate cor- 

idenoe : and when thoy return to 
the paternal roof, at that awkward age, 
between youth and manhood, when re- 
servo creeps over the mind, like an im- 
penetrable veil, permit it not to inter- 
betweea you and your brothers. 
Cultivate their friendship and intima-
